Claims 1-8 are presented for reconsideration. 
REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C §103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

The rejection of claims 1-8 as unpatentable over Daneshvar et in view of Velie ('188), as 
not applied to newly amended claim one and dependent claims two through eight. 
REMARKS 

Applicant's arguments filed June 30, 1999 have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the claims specifically requite that the compressor supplies air under 
pressure to the air aspiration nozzle and that fuel is supplied at ambient pressure to the nozzle. 
Additionally, they argue that the patent to Velie (' 188) teaches the use of a pressurized fuel and 
air to the nozzle at atmospheric pressure. 

Velie ('188) clearly discloses that means may be "provided in the pressure line from the air 
compressor to regulate the primary air pressure to the air-atomizing nozzle" (column 2, lines 46- 
52). Additionally, he describes the definition of an air-atomizing nozzle, in which air is delivered 
to the nozzle at 1 to 25 p.s.i and fuel at 1 to 4 p.s.LVelie (488) additionally claims in claim 26, 
an embodiment of his invention in which "primary air and fuel are each delivered to said air- 
atomizing nozzle means at a pressure of about 1 to 15 psi.". As average atmospheric pressure is 
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14.7 psi this is a clear teaching of use of an air supply under pressure to the air-aspirated nozzle 
(the specific pressure is not specified in the claim) and fuel at ambient pressure (taken as average 
atmospheric pressure, 14.7 psi) to the nozzle. Accordingly, modification of Daneshvar to 
incorporate the teaching of Velie ('188) would be obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made.
